Washing-ton —W)— Floyd L. Car- 


lisle, chairman of the Consolidated 
Edison company, reported after a 
White House conference today he 
was in substantial agreement with 
President's Roosevelt's power views 
and his company expected to coop- 
erate in the new construction pro- 
gram by spending $100,000,000 in 
the next two years. 


Carlisle gave added indications of 


progress in the president's efforts to 
get private power utilities to meet 
what Mr. Roosevelt calls a crying 
need for expansion of that industry 
to help the general business situa- 
tion. 


"I think the fears of government 


competition are very much lessened 
by the discussions that have taken 
place." Carlisle told newsmen as 
he left the White House. 


"I am n«t in dissent from the 


president's general views in refer- 
ence to the basis of rate-making. 
I am going back to New York with 
a study of the possibilities of in- 
creased expansion we can make in 
connection with the new national 
housing program. I expect this will 
be very substantial in nature. 


Flans Expansion 


"We are going ahead with ex- 


pansion of generation and distri- 
bution and I am confident there 
will be markets for power to absorb 
that expansion." 


Mr. Roosevelt said his conversa- 


tion with 
President Wendell L. 


Willkie of the Commonwealth and 
Southern 
Corporation 
yesterday 


had resulted in distinct progress 
toward settling differences between 
the government and private power 
interests. 


Willkie's firm had split earlier 


this year with the Tennessee Valley 
authority over a contract arranging 
for private and'public power agen- 
cies ^o, operate side by side. 


Yesterday's conversation, as out- 


lined by the president t<y reporters, 
gave assurance to private interests 
that federal power output in the 
future would hold to about the 
same proportion—some 10 per cent 
—'which it now has to total produc- 
tion.- 


Bid for Construction 


This assurance was interpreted in 


some quarters as a bid for the pri- 
vate utilities to proceed with a huge 
construction program. 
Some offi- 


cials have said more than $2.000.- 
000,000 expansion work has been 
delayed by fear of further govern- 
ment competition. 


Willkie. speaking of the need of 


solving the utility question, said: 


"It (a solution) is so important to 


the pickup of economic recovery 
generally and utilities in particu- 
lar that I come with the best of 
spirit in the hope of working_ it 
out." 


He did not discuss his conference 


in detail, but Mr. Roosevelt quoted 
him as agreeing it was proper for 
the government to sell power from 
its own plants. There appeared to 
be some question as to whether the 
sale should be to utilities or to ul- 
timate consumers. 


Approves Suggestion 


Mr. Roosevelt, who 
has cam- 


paigned for lower rates since he 
was a New York state legislator 25 
years ago. said Willkie expressed 
personal approval of a suggestion 
for writing off some 15 per cent of

He" 
called on them to surrender their 
control of the exchange to persons 
"who have a clearer public respon- 
sibility." 


Douglas' — "or else" statement 


surprised Wall street operators, 
many of whom interpreted it as "an 
open declaration of war" and an at- 
tempt to place responsibility for 
market breaks on stock exchange 
members. 


They declared it would mean an 


end to exchange-commission 
rela- 


tions as they had existed recently— 
outwardly friendly and highlighted 
by only occasional criticisms. 


New Utility Program? 


The announcement came a few 


minutes after President 
Roosevelt 


told reporters that the administra- 
tion and utility operators, who have 
been at odds for five years, were 
making progress toward an under- 
standing. If it is reached, a vast 
utility construction program prob- 
ably would result. 


Douglas, who became head of the 


SEC in September, said neither the 
stock exchanges nor the commis- 
sion should interfere with normal 
market fluctuations, but added: 


"It may be that we jointly have 


some responsibility to insulate the 
economic life and business morale 
of the nation against the severity of 
the shocks."

For the 
investors are the ones who with 
their funds are going to do the 
"pump-priming" 
and 
stimulate 


construction and employment. 


These investors,, moreover, are 


not going to rush in to buy com- 
mon 
stocks of utilities just be- 


cause the president and Mr. Will- 
kie find a meeting of minds on 
how utility properties should be 
valued. What is more important 
is what form of- competition the 
government itself will hold over 
the heads of the utilities and the 
investors. Will there be a resump- 
tion of grants to municipalities? 
Will there be seven TVA's? Will 
the holding company act be amend 
ed so that there-is clear 
under- 


standing of what is meant by util- 
ity systems that are "geographi- 
cally" integrated? 


These are the questions 
which 


have yet to be settled, and the an- 
swer will be sought in Mr. Roose- 
velt's attitude toward the utilities 
of the future. The first conference 
undoubtedly brought out a concili- 
atory point of view, with plenty of 
room for adjustment of viewpoints 
as the conferences progress. 


Mr. Koosevelt is doing something 


he might well have done three' 
years ago. but it is an old saying 
that it is better to do some things 
late than never at all. And the pen- 
etrating way the president has dug 
into the facts of the utility prob- 
lem by calling the practical men of j 
the industry to conference and con- 
sultation is an encouraging sign of 
the times.

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Potatos Good as 
Livestock Feed 
When Used Right 


State Expert Gives Some 


Advice hi Fixing Up 


R a t i o n s 


In a year like this, when consid- 


erable quantities of potatoes will 
likely be fed on the farm, many 
questions usually arise about best 
ways of feeding them to the differ- 
ent kinds of livestock, according to 
R. C. Swanson, Outagamie county 
agricultural agent. 


Gus Bohsledt, of the state college 


of agriculture, gives some helpful 
suggestions on the use of potatoes, 
whether they should be fed raw or 
cooked and the best amounts to 
feed for good results. He reports, 
for instance, that potatoes may be 
fed raw to cattle, horses, and sheep 
but at times give better results if 
cooked. 
Potatoes that are fed to 


pigs or dairy calves should always 
be cooked. 


In determining how much pota- 


toes to feed cattle, Bohstedt counts 
potatoes the same as corn silage. If 
they are to take the place of part 
of the grain, then it takes four 
pounds of potatoes 
to equal one 


pound of corn. Raw potatoes fed to 
cattle, should always be sliced as 
with a root cutter or a shovel. Ex- 
periments have shown that dairy 
cows may be fed as much as 40 
pounds of potatoes a day but that 
they may tire of them after sever- j 
al months of feeding. While clean, 
raw potatoes do not taint the milk, 
care should be taken not to let po- 
tatoes lie around the barn if odors 
are to be avoided. 


Bests Results 


Pigs give the best results from 


feeding potatoes 
of any livestock, 


but the potatoes should be cooked 
and not take the place of more than 
half of the usual ration. Sheep are 
most 
particular about 
potatoes, 


Bohstedt finds, as they object to 
them it dirty or diseased. If'fed 
raw to sheep, potatoes 
should be 


sliced or else cooked before feeding. 


When potatoes are fed to horses, 


care should be taken that only the 
clean, sound ones arc used and then 
not fed in too large quantities. In 
winter rations or rations for idle 
work 
horses, 
as 
many as 30 


pounds of freshly steamed potatoes 
have been fed with hay and grain. 


Potatoes have not 
been found 


very satisfactory for chickens. If 
fed. however, the proportion of pro- 
tein in the mash should be in- 
creased accordingly by using more 
meat scraps or by increasing the 
amount of skim milk. Tills rule also 
applies to pigs. 


If fed to calves, potatoes should 


be cooked and thoroughly mashed 
and put through a sieve to remove 
the skins. A pound or so may then 
be added to a gallon of skim milk 
with good results.

Mr. Snyder's data cover 
more 


than a hundred years of Ameri-

His figures show that 


for more than a century, taking 
averages for five or ten year per- 
iods, the national wealth, the na- 
tional income, the physical quant- 
ity of goods manufactured, 
and 


the amount of capital invested in 
manufacturing, have .increased at 
about the same even rate. In the 
thirty or forty years up to 1930 the 
total industrial product has increas- 
ed at about 4 per cent a year, com- 
pounded. During the same period 
the annual increase of capital in- 
•vested has been about 5 or 5J per 
cent, compounded. 


This does not look like a large 


annual addition to capital. But Mr. 
Snyder demonstrates, and I do not 
see how his reasoning can be chal- 
lenged, that it is precisely on this 
addition to the supply of capital 
that the American industrial de- 
velopment has depended.

LarRc Share of Capital 
From Business Profits 


The next question is where the 


supply of capital has come from, 
and it is the answer to this question 
that throws the greatest light upon 
the present tax discussion. 
The 


greater part of the supply has not 
come, as many might suppose, from 
the sale of securities by bankers to 
investors. It has come out of pro- 
fits which were plowed back into 
the business. 


The case of Henry Ford is no 


doubt extreme. But it illustrates the 
method by which most, enterprises 
have developed. According to Mr. 
Snyder. the only outside capital Mr. 
Ford ever received was about $29.- 
000 when he first started. By 1928 
Ford 
Motors 
could 
have " been 


capitalized and sold for a thous- 
and million dollars. 
During the 


preceding thirty years the gross in- 
come of the company was over 
twelve thousand 
million 
dollars, 


and yet out of that huge sum there 
was distributed 
to 
shareholders 


only about 1 per cent. The other 
99 per cent of the-Ford receipts 
have been plowed back. 


No doubt this is an unusual ra- 


tio. But nevertheless it is essential- 
ly true that the industries of Am- 
erica have financed their own de- > 
velopmcnt. The general rule among 
well managed 
corporations 
has 


been to pay out in dividends one- 
hall of the net annual surplus—the 


rule being "a dollar for dividends 
and a dollar for betterments." 


New 
Change in Procedure 


Now if it is true that prosperity 


depends on the supply of capital 
and if the capital supplied comes 
principally from plowing back pro- 
fits, then it is clear that the pres- 
ent tax laws are in fact a devastat- 
ing blow to our industrial develop- 
ment. For the purpose and the ef- 
fect of the undistributed profits tax 
is to prevent the plowing back of 
profits, is .to compel business men 
to go to the bankers 
when .they 


need new capital. 


In theory there is a great deal to 


be said for the principle of this tax, 
and I am disposed to believe that in 
the long run the system of corpo- 


rate business would be sounder 
the big corporations had to go int 
the open market for their new cap 
tal. 
But this involves a radic: 


change in the financial mechanisn 
of business, and unless it is intro 
duccd very gradually and cautious 
ly, the result is bound to be a stop 
page of the capital supply. 


The present law is neither, grad 


ual nor cautious. It preforms 
surgical operation on the heart o 
business and it does the operatic 
with a meat ax. There can be lit 
tie doubt that right here, in thi 
tax, we have a principal cause o 
the failure of private investmen 
to replace public spending.

Market for Capital Has 
Been Made Narrow and Thin 


What seems to have happened i 


this: For a hundred years the nor 
mal way of supplying'business with 
capital has been to plow back pro 
fits. Suddenly the New Deal abo 
lished this method 
of 
financing 


business by levying a punitive tax 
Suddenly it had created a new sys- 
tem which made it necessary for 


business men to get their capital 
through, the bankers from private 
capitalists. 


But at the same time, not content 


with abolishing the old system, the 
New Deal also made it almost im- 
possibly difficult to operate the new 
system. By its method of taxing 
capital gains a big private investor 
must give up most of his profits. 
But he cannot get much relief if he 
makes Josses. That does not pro- 
vide much inducement 
to 
take 


risks. By the new laws governing 
investment banking, sound though 
they are in principle, the machin- 
ery for issuing securities has been 
greatly weakened. 
By certain of 


the more drastic regulations of 
the Stock Exchanges, the market 
for capital has been made narrow 
and thin. By the severity of the 
surtaxes on incomes the incentive 
to invest has been greatly diminish- 
ed. By continuing to pour out tax 
exempt bonds the rich \vero pro-1 
vidcd with a refuge but business 
was deprived of their capital.

The net result has been to j 
prevent business from financing its' 
own development out of profits and!

In this way the central mechan-

It is a fortunate thing perhaps for all

Hitler may level 
a gun at one while Stalin shoots another. 


In the Bad Wolf would it not be easy 


to figure out the Red propaganda from 
Moscow puffing and blowing until the 
national house was destroyed? And what 
finer example of democratic propaganda 
could be discovered than the story of Red 
Riding Hood as democracy about to be 
devoured by the same wolf but this time 
in grandma's clothing, and yet saved at 
the last moment by the sturdy people in 
the form of woodsmen who were near 
at hand? 


THE PRICE OF NOISE 


While it has not been proven to the 


satisfaction of everyone

sound when there is no one around to hear 
it, there seems much less doubt that noise 
is always noise, and always disagreeable. 
From the number of points from which 
complaints are being made lately against 
noise it is evident that the subject has 
forced itself upon the attention of a large 
number of persons.

to hysteria. Even 
after 
an individual 


builds up a wall of resistance which bars 
noise from his conscious mind, the un- 
conscious effort required to keep the men- 
tal doors closed takes its toll. 
At the 


end of the day, the worker has used much 
more energy than if he had been .working 
amid quiet. Yet individual resistance is 
about the only solution that will be at- 
tained, at least in this day. Noise cannot 
be greatly reduced as 
things are now. 


There are so many sources that to quash 
all of them would require too much leg- 
islation to be enforced without stupendous 
expense.

which first develops, as a rule, afte 
the individual has attained adul 
age. The condition runs in families 
Based on extensive statistics the fol 
lowing advice has been given re 
garding this type of deafness: 


Under all circumstances it is ex 


ceedingly dangerous to marry ; 
blood relative, no matter whethe. 
the relative is deaf or hearing, no: 
whether the deafness of either o; 
both or neither of the partners i: 
congenital, nor whether either or 
both or neither have other dea 
relatives besides the other partner 


That advice applies as well in re 


spect to deaf-mutism as to otos- 
clerosis. Either condition may be 
recessive, that is, hidden, not mani 
fest in some of the children of a 
deaf or deaf-mute parent, but stll 
be passed down in 
dominant 
or 


manifest form to the next gener- 
ation. 


So far I have given the prevail- 


ing scientific view of Otosclerosis or 
progressive deafness. There is no 
absolute proof that it is inherited 
but just a belief based on the fre- 
quent occurrence of the condition 
in two or more generations of the 
family. Now this may be perfectly 
sound reasoning so far as deaf-mut- 
ism is concerned. But when you ap- 
ply it to Otosclerosis it seems pret- 
ty frail, for it fails to account for 
the first thirty or forty years of 
normal hearing, in the history of 
many of these cases of Otosclerosis. 
It raises the question whether some 
nutritional deficiency may not be 
the essential factor, rather than 
an inherited defect. 


In about one-third of the cases 


of Otosclerosis, along with the slow- 
ly increasing 
deafness, 
patients 


complain of vertigo or dizziness and 
of tinnitus or head noises. There is 
no inflammation or infection of the 
ear. The best otologists hold that 
the less local treatment of the ears 
the better. Of course, this does not 
mean that patients may not use 
whatever hearing devices they pre- 
fer.
